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is an old school-room, which about 
fifty boys attend in siimnjcr, but not 
above a dozen in winter. 

it further appears, tiiat sir Thomas 
FoiNter hjis two chlirch livings, one 
in the diocese of Armagh, and the 
otiier in the Diecese of Publiii, con- 
tiguous to the sciiool lands of Caiysfort, 
but does not attend the duties of the 
sciiool in person, ijor reside at C'arysfort, 

We trust that .no instance will occur 
in future, of ^ny persons being ap- 
pointed to be injuiters of public i>cliools, 
or being suffered to continue to hold 
those situations, unless they reside and 
discharge the duties thereof in person. 

The mode in which tlie income of 
this endowraentcouid be best applied, 
seems t» tx tlie eslabhshinent of a 
large day-school for ihe instruction 
of the poor; the fuixds would be 
sufficient for the payment of a master, 
and for supplying the school with 
books and stationary, and also for 
keeping any school-house and school- 
room, which may be erected, in proper 
repair; and a small sum would be 
sulficient to provide the necessary 
accommodation for the residence of 
the master, and the reception of his 
day-scholars. But the present revenues 
of tlje scljool do not appear adetjuate 
to such a suj)^>ly.

Resol fed— That it appears to this mset- 
in!?, from returns laid before parliament, 
th.1t of the iv'hole number ot' poor persono 
in the metropolis, who receive parorhiai 
assistance in the ivopkbouses, and other- 
wise, the proporti(«i relieved at their oun 
dweilio^s is 'learly four to one ; that per- 
manent oiit-door relief is small, seldom 
averaging more per week than ?s. 6d. and 
and that oceasjoiiat outdoor relief is tff a 
still less aaiount ; that Mere^krociiial as- 
sistance, therefore, speatjiig generdtfly, is 
very inadequate to tfte relief dud cttiafort 
of the poo¥ in sickness and disease ; 'ttiaX 
the hospitals of the metropolit, benevotem 
and usefal as they are, do nirtk and canovi 
relieve one-tentb part of the p^ients re- 
quiring their help; tb^t alM»ut thirteen 
dispensaries have therefore 'been, at va- 
rious times, established, but io all thesie tt 
is the custom to distribute drugs alone ; 
whereas, in thousands of instances, ttje 
only means of effecting a cure would be a 
nutritious and invigorating regimen ; atid 
that in almost every case it must be high- 
ly dt*irable to pombin* Hut use of «»cb a 
a regimen with the emptnyioent of eoTft- 
mon (irugis. 

Resolveil— That on fully considering a 
report published by the scjciety for btX- 
tering the condition of the poof, itappefiis 
to this meeting that it is perfectly easy 
and prc'ctirable to annex a'Bietetic rsgir 
men, to a medical dispensary, at a *er_y 
nEO<h'rate expense, and without disturbing 
in any degree, the gtnerall economy of Hie 
system : since the soups-, and other auxil- 
iaries, which are proposed to give eflect 
to drugs disposed to debilitated patients, 
r;in be prepared in the ouinmon kitchen of 
the house, without the least iucopvenience. 
Vide the report, in which the whole bene, 
fits of the system are eliicldated. 

Resolve<l— That the facts above stated, 
are worthy the attention of this meetiag, 
and of the public at large •, and that a so- 
ciety be formed,and a committee appixur. 
ed, for the purpose of estalilishing in the 
metropolis a se'v dispensakv, comprising 
not merely the distribution of |nedicin«s 
and drugs, but filso a dietetic regimen, 
with flannel shirts and sbifls for the dis- 
eased poor; and that tuQh. committee 
have power to asid i^ their uumber.
